Both the Tuckwo and Tatung 
flew red British ensigns and had 
big Union Jacks painted on their 
sides. Each carried four British 
officers, with the rest of the crews 
Chinese. 

Several civilians aboard a launch 
belonging to the British Asiatic 
Petroleum Company were reported 
wounded by bomb fragments. Some 
Britons were believed to be aboard 
the launch, but this could not be | 
confirmed, } 

Wuhu, in Anhwei province, is 
one of the busiest ports of the 
middie Yangtze, being opened by 
treaty to foreign trade. It apparent- | 
ly is the objective of strong Jap- 
anese columns reported engaged in|

“No one 
knows when the next Federal 
election will be. Liberals every- 
where should get together right 
now and select good strong re- 
presentatives. The younger they | 
are the better.” 


Mr. Gardiner recalled that he had | 
first been elected to the Saskatche- 
wan legislature in 1914 when he 
was 30 years of age. 
days only young men had _ been 
elected to office, simply because 
everyone in the West was young., 
Turning to a comparison of the 
Bennett and King governments, Mr. 
Gerdiner found that in the entire 
third year of Mr. Bennett's regime 
Canadian trade was less than in the 
first six months of this year. 


MAKING PROGRESS 

“We haven't yet got trade back 
to where it was when Mr. Bennett 
was elected, but we are making 
definite progrss without trade 
agreements,” he explained.

IN THE SAME PLIGHT 


Premier Bracken summed up the presentation 
made to the Rowell commission in behalf of his 
province by stating plainly that unless Manitoba 
can secure release from its financial difficulties it 
will have to default. And that to effect such 
release there will have to be sweeping measures 
of adjustment of provincial debts and responsi- 
bilities. Piecemeal tinkering and tampering will 
not meet the case. 

This is interesting to Albertans because this 
province is in a predicament of the same kind, and 
in some respects more serious. Which position is 
common also to Saskatchewan and British Colum- 
bia, though the latter province, because of wealth- 
producing resources not possessed by the others 
in comparable proportions, is making a better 
showing at the present time. 

For Albertans the Manitoba presentation is 
also more than otherwise important because the 
legislature of this province has decided that no 
brief will be submitted to the commission by the 
Government. Those who cannot see a way of 
escape for Alberta through the economic theories 
of Major Douglas, must therefore stake their

than Manitoba to carry and pay off a debt of 
$127,000,000, 


What goes for Manitoba also goes for Alberta; 
there has to be a refunding of debt, or default. 
In point of fact this province, recognizing the 
inevitability of default, has already taken the 
plunge “technically,” has defaulted on three loans 
to the Dominion and repudiated fifty per cent of 
its contract interest payments. Premier Bracken, 
it may be surmised, saw in what happened in 
Alberta confirmation of what he foresees for 
Manitoba. 

Mr. Bracken does not like the loan council 
idea—as Premier Aberhart did not like it. But 
he accepts the possibility that if the Dominion is 
to pull Manitoba out of the mire it may require 
some guarantee that the proince will not flounder 
in again; hence some sort of a loan council 
arrangement may be a necessary concession. If 
so in the case of Manitoba, it would of course also 
be necessary in the case of Alberta. There has to 
be parity of conditions upon which help is ex- 
tended if there is to be parity of help given. 


BETTER GET TOGETHER 


As to what are collectively called “social 
services,” the argument made on behalf of Mani- 
toba is equally good on behalf of Alberta. And 
ultimateiy the matter comes to the same thing in 
one province or the other; neither province can 
carry any considerable share of the load. 


In the one province as in the other provincial 
contribution to relief costs has been mainly pre- 
tence. For both provinces had to borrow from 
the Dominion the bulk of what they “con- 
tributed.” Each had to borrow if it was to con- 
tribute at all, and neither could borrow any- 
where else than from the federal] treasury. There 
would be no profit in continuing this farcical 
performance. 

The Dominion parliament originated the old 
age pension scheme, and it is a fair proposition 
that the payments should come wholly from 
Dominion funds. 

Mothers’ allowances and health services were 
instituted by the provinces in response to the 
growing recognition of community responsibility 
for the individual. That responsibility is general, 
rather than local, and belongs to the nation, at 
least to the fifty per cent share suggested by Mr.

If this is a large-scale demand, its being s0 
only indicates a clear understanding on the part 
of the Manitoba Government that half-way mea- 
sures and temporary expedients are not what the 
situation calls for, and would only result in post- 
poning the inevitable “new deal” that is required. 

If, Premier Bracken says, the Dominion will 
do these things, “We look to the time when we 
will be able to get along without borrowing. 
Borrowing in the past was our downfall. We were 
looking to a milleneum.” 


DREAMS DIDN’T COME TRUE 

That surely must also be the objective which 
every sane person in Alberta hopes can be ate 
tained for this province. The debts that have 
been incurred by Alberta were incurred for good 
purposes. The social services institufed here 
need no apology. But the event has shown that 
eagerness to achieve the “milleneum” outran 
prudence. It hasn't arrived, and is not in sight. 
The golden dreams of those spacious days have 
also been deflated. Pay-day is here; and we 
can't pay. That is the fact of present importance, 
and there is no side-stepping it. Alberta has 
beaten Manitoba to the default line. What chance 
that it could ever recover solvency, and a self- 
sustaining basis, without federal help? 

At the date of the last Dominion budget state- 


under relief acts $19,000,000 plus. Alberta had 
borrowed $25,000,000 plus. This province had at 
that date out-borrowed Manitoba for relief pur- 
poses something approaching 20 per cent; British 
Columbia had out-borrowed Alberta by 20 per 
cent, and Saskatchewan, hardest hit by the dry 
years, had borrowed twice as much as Alberta. 
In the matter of relief funds these four prov- 
inces have a common interest, born of mutual 
financial impotence. Without federal loans they 
would all now be in default. They thus have 
common concern in Manitoba's proposal that the 
Dominion write off these loans entirely, and take 
full responsibility for further relief costs. Al! the 
others have greater cause to hope for that than 
has Manitoba, since their relief debts are greater 
and equally unpayable. 


REFUND OR DEFAULT 

If Manitoba needs a wholesale refunding of 
the provincial debt down to a 3% per cent interest 
basis, Alberta has still greater need of this, be- 
cause its debt is larger. At the end of 1936 


as 


shown by the Canada year book, the total direct | 


liabilities of Manitoba, less sinking funds, 
amounted to more than $127,000,000; those of 
Alberta to more than $164,000,000, 

Alberta’s population in 1931 was 772,000; 
Manitoba's population 711,000. The revenues of 
the two provinces derived from taxation do not 
differ greatly. There is no basis of comparison on 
which to argue that Alberta is better—or even as 
well—able to carry and pay a debt of $164,000,000, 


The same may be said of highways and tech- 
nical education. In the changed conditions of 
modern life, good roads and technical training of 
young people are as important to the nation as 
they are to the province, and the Dominion may 
be fairly asked to pay half the cost. 

In view of the stand taken by the Bracken 
Government, the Government of Alberta would 
be warranted in “forgetting” the resolution passed 
by the legislature and in going before the com- 
mission to back up the claims thus advanced and 
plead for their recognition as applicable to this 
province. For if Manitoba cannot continue to 
provide these services, and to stagger along under 
its load of debt, neither can Alberta. If Dominion 
help is wanted, the way to get it is for the western 
provinces to line up solidly in support of the con-

FRUITFUL BANISHMENT 


Many Americans familiar with their own early 
history, will sympathize with Mr. H. M. Greene, 
Sydney University librarian, when he says, 
apropos the celebration next January of a century 
and a half since Australia’s founding: “To stage a 
pageant of the landing of the first fleet, and ex- 
clude any suggestion of convicts, when the only 
reason for sending the ships was to establish a 
convict settlement, is absurd. In any pageant 
which attempts to portray the development of 
Australia it is impossible to ignore convicts ... 
To gloss over an important part of our history 
simply because to some people it does not seem 
quite ‘nice’ would be good evidence to the civil- 
ized world that we are no more than sentimental 
barbarians.” 

The truth that many Americans and Austral- 
fans do not blink is that English penal transporta- 
tion sent thousands to North America and Aus- 
tralia and Tasmania in early days. The American 
colonies protested in vain against the practice 
from the time of Charles II until the Revolution. 
The Revolution and independence made it neces- 
sary to send English convicts elsewhere. After 
about ten years of temporary expedients—such 
as shutting them up in hulks in the Thames and 
at Portsmouth—offenders of certain types began 
to be transported to Australia. In both cases and 
in short order the transported or their children, 
mingling with voluntary emigrants, emigres, ex- 
iles and the vast army of adventurous and malad- 
justed and persecuted persons who fled the Old 
World, became ancestors of a robust new people 
and a new civilization. If penal transportation 
could work such wonders for the frantic, criminal 
and propertyless Englishman in Australia and 
North America in the seventeenth, eighteenth and 
nineteenth centuries, let us not ignore it, even in 
commemoration pageants. Let us rather look into 
it. It was a magnificiently fruitful banishment 
that we might well pass on to present offenders 
of a type that high pressure of population on land 
has always produced. — New York Herald 
Tribune, 


MORE BUSINESS FOR EVERYBODY 


The shuddery horror of Mr. Bennett and his 
bogey-flaunting cohorts over the intrusion of the 
American factor into British-Canadian trade rela- 
tions should receive from recent American-Cana- 
dian trade figures an even more cutting rebuke 
than was administered last Monday in Victoria, 

In 1935, before the present Canadian treaty 
with the United States went into effect. the United 
States sold $323,194,000 worth of goods to Canada 
and Canada sold $286,444,000 to the United States. 

Under the treaty, in 1936, United States sales 
to Canada jumped to $348,151,000. And Canadian 
sales to the United States jumped even more 
remarkably to $375,832,000. 


So far, in 1937, American sales to Canada are 
reported as being 38 per cent above those of 1936 
and Canadian sales to the United States 21 per 
cent above those of 1936, 


Surely there is ample corroboration in these 
figures of the highly optimistic statement issued 
the other day by Mr. Frank C, Brown, president 
of the Canadian Manufacturers’ Association. 


And surely they establish the Canadian 
American trade relationship as a factor of 
tremendous importance in the economic life of the 
Dominion. 

To ask Canadians to choose between their 
economic associations with Britain and their eco- 
nomic associations with the United States, as Mr. 
Bennett has been doing, is as stupid and iniqui- 
tous as to ask a child to choose between his 
father and his mother. 


The trade and economic future of Canada, 
Britain and the United States are bound up to- 
gether in a manner that can be made mutually 
profitable. A few intelligent adjustments will 
create more business for each one of the three,— 
Vancouver Sun. 


COMPANIONS 


The force of evil example is frequently spoken 
of, as is also the force of good example. We are 
all imitative; we tend to become like our neigh- 
bors. That is why there is a “local color,” why 
residents of any place, especially if it is a small 
place, have characteristics in common. On a large 
scale, that is what distinguishes one race from 
another. There are radical traits, some of which 
are inherited and others acquired. Living to- 
gether, people naturally adopt each other's ways; 
it would be very inconvenient and uncomfortable 
if they did not. The eccentric person is the one 
who refuses to do so, who goes on living his life 
in his own independent way, indifferent to public 
opinion. Such an individual is regarded as ab- 
normal. Our environment—what our neighbors 
do, think and say—has a deep effect upon us.

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Your Health 


By DR. FRANK McCOY 

You may have heard it said that someone 
has a “wishbone where his backbone ought to 
be.” Although usually intended as a figurative 
statement, this comes very near to being true in 
a literal way. Certainly the one with a weak 
backbone very often finds it easier to wish for 
the blessings of life than to go out and win them. 


The one having developed spinal strength to a 
noticeable degree is not likely to lie down on the 
job but is up on his toes, surcharged with that 
glorious health necessary to find a way out of 
difficulties. If there has ever been a time when 
the world needed men and women with plenty 
of backbone, then this is the time. 


One of the functions of the human column 
is to hold the body upright; in fact, every part 
of the body is directly or indirectly, supported 
by the bones which make up the spinal column. 
A person with a poorly developed spine shows 
weakness in his appearance—he is likely to ap- 
pear humped over, there is a tendency toward 
a sagging and protruding of the abdomen, and 
the chest is so poorly carried that faulty habits 
of breathing are inevitable. He may complain of 
general weakness, or of weakness localized in 
the lower back area. 


The extreme importance of the spine lies in 
the fact that inside the bones of the spinal 
column lies the spinal cord, which connects the 
brain with other parts of the body. Between ad- 
Jacent vertebrae, there emerges a pair of nerves, 
arising from the spinal cord and carrying nerve 
impulses to and from the various organs, muscles 
and tissues, en a part of the spine is affected, 
the nerves associated with that part are likely 
to suffer interference and such interference pro- 
duces trouble in whatever organs these par- 
ticular nerves serve. 


Sometimes these vertebral abnormalities are 
so slight that they are not detected unless one 
is skilled in finding them, and yet adjustment 
will be followed by almost immediate improve- 
ment. In other cases, the subluxations are readily 
found and even the layman will be able to locate 
them by running the fingers up and down the 
backbone and seeking sore or tender spots 
marking these areas where the spine is ab- 
normal. 


Sometimes the patient is discouraged because 
after the vertabrae are adjusted, they do not 
stay in place. This repeat of the slipping out 
process is usually due to the fact that the back 
muscles are not strong enough to hold all of the 
bones of the spinal column in their correct posi- 
tions, where each is properly balanced with the 
other. 

In such cases I suggest that the patient take 
the proper exercises for strengthening the back 
muscles, particularly those exercises which are 
taken while lying face downward on the floor. 
Continue to take the adjustive treatments if they 
help you, but in the meantime, make a dcter- 
mined effort to build up the back muscles to 
their normal strength, 


In beginning the spinal exercises, it is well 
to remember to curb your enthusiasm at the 
start—otherwise you will develop considerable 
muscular soreness, as probably you have not 
been receiving enough exercise to keep these 
muscles in normal condition with the resu_t that 
they are flabbly and lazy and will protest at 
being made to wake up and work. Do your ex- 
ercises slowly and gradually make them harder 
and you will get along without any trouble. 
Moreover, by continuing the exercises for two 
months you will discover what a remarkable 
improvement in general strength and vitality 
is to be secured by developing a strong spine.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Murray G. writes: “X-ray pic- 
tures of my teeth show that several of them have 
pus pockets, Two of the teeth are so loose I 
could pull them with my fingers. Would this 
be sufficient to cause me to have a trembling, 
weak sensation in the legs? No other trouble 
can be found after a thorough physical exam- 
ination.” 

ANSWER: The presence of pus pockets at 
the root of the teeth would be sufficient to pro- 
duce a weak sensation in the legs, together with 
trembling.

“A country that had itself, as an 
outcome of the Great War, gained a 
very considerable accession of terri- 
tory in Europe and also received 
certain concessions in Africa from 
countries which were her allies in 
the Great War is now championing 
the claim of Germany to African 
possessions. 

“While I do not desire to add any- 
thing at this moment about this 
claim so far as it concerns Germany 
and ourselves, I must declare plainly 
that we do not admit the right of 
any Government to call upon us for 
a contribution when there js no evi- 
dence to show that that Government 
is prepared to make any contribu- 
tion of its own.” 

This declaration was cheered on 
all sides of the House. Mr. Eden 
had a word to say, too, about other 
recent pronunciamentos from the 
dictator countries. 

“I have noticed recently a tend- 
ency to issue orders from the house- 
tops and to proclaim what is virtual- 
ly an ultimatum and call it peace,” 
he said. 

“Such methods will never have 
any response here. Such orders will 
never be obeyed by the British 
public... , 

“We offer co-operation to all, but 
we will accept dictation from none,” 
he concluded. 

“We are ready enough to discuss 
the difficulties at issue, but we are 
not prepared to stand and deliver 
at anyone's command.”

A Day in Canadian History

A cen.ury ago today, Dec. 6, 1937, } 
the very small city of Toronto had 
a bad case of what we would call 
the “jitters." The church and city 
hall bells had rung calling the 
citizens to arms, The air was 
filled with rumors. Everybody 
knew that Mackenzie and his rebels | 
were “massed up north,” but no 
one knew how many of them there 
were, Neither did Mackenzie know 
what was on foot in the city. Both 
sides had very poor “intelligence 
services;” indeed the spy system 
on both sides was as ineffective 
as possible, with the advantage, if 
any, on the side of the government, 
which had plenty of arms but not 
enough men, while Mackenzie had 
enough men and very few arms.

Intens- 
ive militaristic instruction and 
training does, to a certain extent, 
prevent the plastic mind to believe 
either that “War is the most heroic 
expression of nations,” or, “We 
will have our country ‘over all.’

The clamor for “a place in the 
sun” really means: “We want the 
sunniest place, commercially and 
financially.” ... 

The doctrine of “preparedness to 
prevent war” is fallacious. All na- 
tions would have to be equally 
populated, equally prepared and 
equally afraid—all of which is not, 
nor never can be, true. 

So long as our rulers and lead- 
ers, our bankers, commercialists 
and militarists are war-minded, 
power-drunk and_ profit-minded 
there will be wars, if there are 
enough ignorant or perverted-mind- 
ed people, loyal to crafty leader- 
ship, to carry on war. 

The masses in all nations must 
be peace-minded and then elect 


| representatives who are also peace- 


minded, men who will not declare 
war. But the masses cannot do 
this unless they rise up en masse 
and demand disarmament, demili- 
tarization and popular government. 

A federated world, an interna- 
tional language, a world flag, a 
world code of laws and a world 
court, these together with a pre- 
amble to the world code requir- 
ing disarmament are parts of the 
long Dream of Peace. However, 
before the dream becomes a real- 
ity the masses must awaken, get 
rid of their enemies and murder- 
ers and institute popular, peace- 
ful disarmed government through- 
out thd world. 

This should be done co-opera- 
tively and simulianeously by all

A few volunteers who had 
taken positions behind a fence, not 
more than 20 in number, fired a 
volley, and panic seized the men 
from the north, They did not 
know how strong the defenders 
were; the didn’t wait to learn; they 
just retreated. So did the Loyal- 
ists. Each ran from the other. 
Mackenzie did his best to stay 
their flight; in vain. 

The attack had jailed, and the 
game was probably lost. Back they 
went to Montgomery's, to await de- 
velopments. ut as it turned out 
there was no more attack. From 
that time on Bond Head had the 
affair well in hand, and it only 
needed the sortie on the Thursday 
to end the “rebellion,” just a man- 
ifestation of country against town. 
Before the 6th closed, Mackenzie 
committed one of those foolish 
things which marked his moments 
of failure. He deliberately burned 
Dr. Horne’s residence in retalia- 
tion for his repulse on lower Yonge 
street, and was only prevented 
from setting fire to Sheriff Jarvis’ 
house by pressure.

Official Notice of Appointment Appeared in 
The Bulletin 30 Years Ago Saturday—

Thirty years ago Saturday, in the columns of The 
Bulletin, there appeared a feature story which began as 
follows: “John Blue has been appointed provincial librarian. 
The choice is an admirable one.” 


Scans Past 


And thirty years later, Mr. 
Blue, now grey-haired and secre- 
tary of the Edmonton Chamber 
of Commerce, sent his memories 

! 


back over the dim beginnings of 
the province, recalling early ex- 

ploits of Rt. Hon. R. B. Bennett, 

A. L. Sifton, former premier of 
the province, A. C. Rutherford, 
now chancellor of the university 
and first Alberta premier, and 
many others, all of whom were 
patrons of the provincial library. 

“The first provincial librarian 
was Senator W. A. Buchanan, of 
Lethbridge, who served in that 
capacity for about a year. Then in 
1907 I left my position as a reporter 
on The Bulletin, at the request of 
Premier Rutherford, to direct the | 
fortunes of the newly founded and 
struggling library. 

“The library was in a little room 
On the second floor of the Empire 
Building. Later, when the old ad- 
ministration building was erected 
at the foot of 106 street, it was 
housed in a room about 10 feet 
square on the top floor.

The other and 
greater being the Dalai Lama, but) 
the Dalai died in 1933 (it was re- 
ported he was poisoned), after hav- 
ing usurped the power of his bro- 
ther sovereign and driven the lat- 
ter away to be a wanderer in 
foreign lands. 

A new Dalai Lama can appear | 
only through the reincarnation of 
the spirit of the deceased in the 
body of a baby boy. For four years | 
the Buddhist priests have been 
searching the land for this baby. 
Once he was reported found, but 
this hasn't been confirmed. Now 
the search will be intensified. 


RE-BORN BUDDHA 


The importance of the Panchen 
Lama lies in the belief of many 
millions of persons in China, Japan 
and India that he is the incarna- | 
tion of Buddha. It will be recalled 
how on the death of the Dalai 
Lama in December. 1933, the world 
was intrigued by the search of the | 
Buddhists for an infant born at the 
very hour and minute of his death 
and into whom the spirit of the dy- 
ing Lama would have been rein- 
carnated. 

Geographically, Tibet is of no} 
great consequence with its nomadic 
herdsmen who like to gamble and | 
to drink fifty cups of tea each day 
and now and then some beer made | 
from barley. But politically, it is of | 
the greatest consequence because | 
the adherents of Buddhism number | 
500,000,000 souls, Therefore, it is of | 
the greatest importance to the gov- | 
ernments of China, Japan, Russia | 
and Great Britain as to who is the 
reigning Lama and what his feelings 
are to them. | 

In the present case, it appears | 
that the Nationalist government of | 
China has the inside track, to the 
chagrin of Japan and Russia.
